(COPS), voting to accept 
the group’s request for 
financial assistance as 
informatioa 

OOF’S had written to 
council in late May asking 
for a $500 donation to help 
offset costs such as fuel 
vouchers the group hands 
out to members when they 
go out on patrols. 

Previously, the group 
had assistance from other 
sponsors for the fuel 
vouchers, but that sponsor¬ 
ship was discontinued 

The group budgets 
$1,500 per year for fuel 
vouchers, but with other 
costs such as cellphone use 
of group members, insur¬ 
ance and membership fees 
to the provincial Citizens 
on Patrol organizatioa the 
Didsbury group is feeling 
the pinch. 

“This is a $1,500 cost for 
the year, and with other 
costs (ie. cellphone, insur¬ 
ance, registration, fees, 
membership to the provin¬ 
cial association and del¬ 
egate costs to their AGM) 
we now find it necessary 
to request assistance from 
the town," wrote A1 Hansen 
and Walter Sayer, secretary 
and president, respectively, 
of the group. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger 
said while he thought 
the group offered a wor¬ 
thy service to residents of 
Didsbury, he wanted to see 
financial statements from 
the group before council 
made a decision. 

“One, to get a better 
understanding of where 
they’re at in tenns of (finan¬ 
cial) pressures and the sec¬ 
ond thing is any request 
we’re getting from differ¬ 
ent organizations, we want 
to make sure we handle 
them all the same so there’s 
no bias,” Hollinger said in 
an interview following the 
meeting. 

“I think it’s really impor¬

Vaccine 
registry would 
be good step 

The recent outbreak of measles in Alberta and else¬ 
where in Canada highlights the real and present need 
for more to be done to reverse the troubling return of 
this potentially deadly ailment. 

’ And the apparent reluc¬ 
tance on the part of some 
parents to have their children 
vaccinated against measles 
should raise related questions 
and concerns for the general 
public. 

Alberta Health declared an 
official measles outbreak this 
spring due to an unexpected 
spike in the number of cases, 
particularly among young 
people. 

In the end many students 
and staff were forced to tem¬ 
porarily leave their schools 
due to the outbreak and the fact they could not or 
would not confirm they had been vaccinated. 

Thankfully there were no fatalities reported in the 
recent outbreak - and according to health officials, 
that may have more to do with luck than anything 
else. 

Measles can cause severe complications, including 
pneumonia, meningitis, encephalitis, and corneal 
ulcerations leading to blindness. It is particularly 
dangerous to people with weakened immune sys¬ 
tems. 

In response to the latest outbreak, the Canadian 
Medical Association (CMA) is now calling for “strong 
federal and public health leadership as well as the 
proper infrastructure to establish an appropriately 
funded national vaccination strategy." 

In the CMA’s recent Journal editorial, doctors 
said that a national solution is needed to adequately 
address the issue. 

"Though certain illnesses might respect geographic 
boundaries, measles will not remain within provin¬ 
cial borders, because it has such a high transniis- 
sibility. It must be managed and monitored with a 
national solution,” said Dr. Gordon Giddings, the 
CMAJ editorial author. 

“Harmonizing of the vaccine schedules across the 
country would simplify public health messaging, edu¬ 
cation and programming." 

The CMA is also calling for the creation of a nation¬ 
al vaccination registry. 

“This would help fill Canada's information gap by 
improving disease surveillance and prevention pro¬ 
cesses,” he said. 

Parents should and must have a say in the treat¬ 
ment of their children when it comes to health-care 
issues such as measles and related vaccinations. At 
the same time, the public at large also has a vested 
interest in ensuring that health care comes first. 

More should be done to ensure everyone - whether 
children, parents or members of the public at large 
- is protected from potentially deadly disease out¬ 
breaks such as the one recently seen with measles. 

And if t hat requires the provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments to do more and do more now, then that is 
what should happen. 

To do nothing and let the current situation con¬ 
tinue as is would be in no one’s best interest.

Measles vaccine far safer 
than not immunizing

During our province's measles 
outbreak, Alberta parents are 
learning more about the impor¬ 
tance of immunization — to pro¬ 
tect their child and to protect 
others. And now, they are learning 
more about the safety of these 
vaccines. 

Alberta Health monitors and 
ensures the safety of all vaccines 
used in the province. Our data 
and expertise provided the basis 
for a University of Calgary study 
released June 9. 

This study confirms that both 
the measles vaccine and the 
measles-mumps-rubella-varicella 
(MMRV) vaccine are safe, and its 
findings will help Alberta parents 
make well-informed decisions 
about their child’s immunization 
and to choose which vaccine their 
child receives. 

The study found a small risk 


for febrile seizures among chil¬ 
dren who received the measles- 
mumps-rubella-varicella vaccine. 
The risk in Alberta is approxi¬ 
mately one for every 2,841 doses 
administered. These findings are 
consistent with the results of simi¬ 
lar studies conducted in the United 
States (one in 2,300 doses) and 
Germany (one in 2,747 doses). 

Yet, the protection offered by 
both vaccines far outweighs the 
risk. In fact, children who are 
not vaccinated and contract the 
measles have a greater chance 
of having a febrile seizure than 
those who are immunized. Based 
on data from the United States 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, the risk of febrile 
seizure from measles is approxi¬ 
mately 10 times greater than the 
risk associated with vaccine. 
This means the risk of having a 
febrile seizure after receiving the 
measles-mumps-rubella-varicella 


vaccine is six seizures per 10,000 
doses. The risk for a child with 
measles is 60 to 70 seizures per 
10,000 children. 

Because febrile seizures can 
accompany high fever, children 
should be monitored for fever 
after immunization, especially 
during days seven to 10. If your 
child has a fever, ibuprofen or 
acetanunophen can be used. If 
you are concerned your child is 
having an adverse reaction, phone 
Health Link for advice. Parents 
who do not want the combined 
vaccine can choose to have the 
vaccines separately. 

Alberta Health will continue to 
monitor the vaccines used in our 
province to ensure they are safe 
and effective. And we will con¬ 
tinue to share this information 
with Alberta parents.

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DHS athletes compete at provincial track and field meet

Didsbury High School athletes Ben Strautman, 
Anna Houtman and Kyra Paulgaard finished in the 
middle of the pack in their respective events at 
the provincial track and field championships on 
June 6 and 7 in Calgary. 

Strautman’s best throw at the competition in 
the shot put was 12.3 metres, while Houtman 
cleared the high jump bar at one metre, 45 centi¬ 
metres and Paulgaard threw the shot nine metres 
and the discus 25.61 metres. All three competitors 


failed to earn personal bests at the competition. 

“There were a lot of big kids and they threw 
really far. 1 probably would have done better, but 
I had an off day," Strautman said, noting that he 
didn’t have a top eight finish in the preliminary 
round to move on to the finals. “I probably could 
have (moved on).” 

Houtman said although she enjoyed herself 
at the meet, the girls she competed against were 
strong jumpers. Many of her competitors started 
at the 1.45-metre height (her best jump at the 
competition). Houtman cleared two lower heights 
before attaining her best at the meet. 


Paulgaard said she was disappointed in her 
performance, missing out on her personal bests 
of 10.5 metres in shot put and 28.09 metres in 
discus. 

“1 had kind of a disappointing day. 1 didn’t even 
throw my average or my personal best, so it was 
kind of frustrating," she said, adding that she 
learned that she needs to be a little more focused 
during her throws to get better results. 

Paulgaard was to get that opportunity to improve 
at a Calgary Track and Field qualifying event on 
the weekend to see who would go to the Alberta 
Summer Games in Airdrie from July 24 to 27.
